OjOOO'Are Cut Down 


to $4,000,000. 


Washington, Apiil 15,—The atten- 


tion of the treasury officials today 
was called to the dispatch from Phil- 
adelphia to the effect that the famous 
"hat trimmings" cases were being 
settled with the result that the $20r 
000,000 claimed by the importers 
had been cut down to about $4,000,- 
000. 


Assistant Secretary Spaulding said 


tli'at these cases had been in process 
of settlement by the coxirts lor a 
long time and he had understood that 
the 'end was drawing near, but he 
did not know how inuoli the govern- 
ment woiild be compelled to refund to 
the importers. 


l*Iie amount claimed, however, was 


far in excess of the actual figures. 
The cases before the New Yoi^k courts 
had been settled and paid from time 
to time during the last several 
months and the Philadelphia cases, 
he thougiht, had many of tihein bean 
paid. 


The cases arose under the tariff act 


of 1833. 


Goods 
class&d 
by importers as 


"hat trimmings," dutiable at £0 pet 
cent, were appraised by the govern- 
ment as dress goods, etc,, which, 
under the tariff act, were assessed 
at 50 per ceoi-t. The larger duty wai 
paid under protest, and proceedings 
were'at once be'gun an the courts to 
compel a^refunder with the result 
tdmi although the goverommt has 
not compromised a single case, the 
courts, in the ca3e of some of the fa'v 
ricst, have decided ftgainst the im- 
porter, ancl in others against the gov- 
ernment.

and pronounced netr dead. Her respi- 
ratory glands failed to perform their 
functions. 
Nitroglycerine, strych- 


nine and other stimulants used to 
revive 
th& heart's action 
were 


brought into use, but they failed <to 
revive the patient. 


TRIED SALT AS LAST RESORT. 
As a last 
resort 
Dr. Eichstein 


opened a vein in 
the woman's aion 


and injected a pint of normal salt so- 
lution. He \va& rewarded three min- 
utes afterward by seeing the patient 
open her eyes. In a few seconds more 
she raised her liead and asked for 
somethihng to eat. The doctors could 
''hardly believe the woman was alive 
after 
the remarkable 
occurrence. 


While the power of salt to bring the 
dead iback to life has bean commented 
oa by the medical journals of the 
country, few practitioners have had 
the hardihood to xi&k the chances of 
failure in giving it a trial. 3>r. 
Bichshtein is probably the first phy- 
sician in the west to make the test. 
The doctor is confid-ent thai the 
woonan would now be a corpse had he 
not lesoited to the normal salt so-* 
lution, 


While the discovery of salt as a 


stimulant is not new, the maomer of 
its aplication has only been in vogue 
a short time. The results have, how- 
ever, been so satisfactory that physi- 
cians are confident thefluid is capable 
of starting <thB machinery of the 


body even after it has .been stopped 
for several minutes. 


J>K. BICHSTOIN TALKS. 


"Mis. Allen went on the table in 


the best of spirits and we were all 
surprised when she unexpectedly col- 
lapsed/1 said Dr. Bichstein today in 
speaking of the case. "Everythihng 
known to medical science was done 
to revive her, and we had entirely 
given up hopes of 'bringing her back 
to life when it was decided to inject 
normlal salt solution into her veins. 
The injection was made after she had 
been apparently dead for at least 
three minutes and we were rewarded 
almost immediately by seeing her 
open her eye-s. The first thing she 
did -after coming back to life was to 
ask for something to eat, and she is 
now resting well, with every indica- 
tion pointing to a speedy recoveiy, I 
am satisfied the woman's heart did 
not pulsate for at least three minutes 
and every movement of the respiw* 
toiy system stopped before the in- 
jection of the normal salt solution 
was made. 


uSalt is a wondeiful product, and 


its value is realized more now by the 
medical fraternity thin it ever was 
before. Salt promises to revolution- 
ize medical science, and I would not 
be surprised to see it some day be- 
come the agent by which the slender 
thread of life will be prolonged to a 
remarkable extent." 


Mrs. Allen is 40 years old and the 


mother of twelve children. Br, Bich- 
stein is one of the youngest physi- 
cians in the city and obtained his 
medical education in the east.

be shipped to the Hawaiian islands. 
One week ago a train of twenty-five 
cars, ten of which were reserved for 
the medical staff, baggage and kitch- 
en, started from New Oileans,

the remaining cars were 950 almost 
naked 
Porto Bicans. 
About 10 


o'clock 'Saturday night the train was 
stopped just outside Los Angeles and 
there it remained until anidnight. 
The run to Port Los Angeles was 
then undertaken. Just as the train 
started through this city Manuel 
Ruiz, 9 years old, and Roman Cabal- 
lero, 23, expired. The bodies wer« 
carried into the baggage oar, but no 
stop was made until the ocean was 
reached. The emigrants were rushed 
on the Zealandia, which sailed at 
once.

Berlin, April 15.—It is 
officially 


confirmed here that the United States 
has made a proposition to the powers 
to fix the total Chinese indemnity at 
£40,000,000 (§200,000,000), coupled 
with the condition that the payment 
be made immediately. 


German officials point out .that the 


amount would require a heavy scal- 
ing of the different claims, but that 
the proposition is practicable and 
open to discussion, 
owing to '.in: 


clause requiring 
cash paycments. 


But if it is contemplated to divide 
the indemnity mechanically, it ia 
doubtful whether it will be accept- 
able, since Russia says her govern- 
ment claims nlone will amount to 
£17,000,000. 
This 
is aside from 


private claims. 


The proposition would 
give, Ger- 


many only £5,000,000, whereas the 
China expedition has already cort 
her £12,000,000. 
The claims of 


Great Britain amount to less than 
£5,000,000. 


Officials therefore argue that the 


amount should be apportioned ac- 
cording to the expenses borne by the 
different powers. The representative 
of the Asaociated Press gets the im- 
pression that Germany is ready to 
pression the proposition in a concili- 
atory spirit, influenced by the belief 
that China is unable to pay all tho 
claims demanded. 


OUTLOOK LESS PROMISING. 


Paris, April 13.—The correspond- 


ent here of the Associated Press is 
informed from a trustworthy source 
that the outlook for an early settle- 
ment of the Chinese indemnity ques- 
tion is less'promising than a weslc 
ago. The negotiations between tlw 
powers are bringing out conflicting' 
ideas and interest and are likely to 
be very protracted. The proposition 
of the United States to limit the 
total indemnity to $200,000,000 is 
the only one discussion and is not re- 
garded with favor by more than one 
government, which considers the sum 
too small and arc disinclined to re- 
duce their claims to the figures the 
United States desires. 


JAPAN SENDS ULTIMATUM. 


London, April 15.—Japan has is- 


sued an ultimatum to China that 
Russia must be ejected from Man- 
churia, the alternative being that oc- 
cupation of that province shall be- 
come international instead of solely 
Muscovite. 


While directed to Emperor Kwnng 


Hsu, through Li Hung Chang, the 
ultimatum is undoubtedly meant for 
St. Petersburg. It is. the serving of 
notice on the czar that he must aban- 
don Manchur.ia or fight. 


WARNING IS MADE CLEAR.

LAW IS ANNULLED 


A WAR REVENUE TAX THAT IS 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


SUPREME COURT SO DECIDES 


DECISION IS ON TAX ON EXPORT 


BILLS OF LADING. 


RULING ON DIVORCE DECREES 


PLAINTIFF MUST BE RESIDENT 


IN STATE WHERE GRANTED. 


• Washington, April 15.—In the1 su- 
preme court an opinion was handed 
down today in the case of Fairbank 
vs. the United States. 


The case involved the 
constitu- 


tionality of the war revenue law im- 
posing a tax upon export bills ol 
lading. 


The court decided against the gov- 


ernment, holding that provision of 
the law unconstitutional. 


The opinion was handed down by 


Just-ice Brewer, -and Justices Harlan, 
Gray, White and McKenna dissented. 


AFFECTS DIVORCE DECREES. 


The court today also decided a 


number of cases involving the valid- 
ity in one state of divorce decrees 
granted in other states. The court 
held practically that in cases in 
which the decree is grunted in. states 
where the husband and wife have 
made their legal residence it is valid 
in any part of the United States, but 
that in other cases in which there is 
no legal residence in the state in 
which the decree is granted they are 
invalid. 


The opinions were handed down by 


Justice Gray and involved the case of 
Atherton vs. Atherton, Bell vs. Bell 
and Strielwolf vs. Strielwolf. 


In the Athevton case the husband 


obtained a decree of divorce in the 
state of Kentucky, where they had 
•esided as husband and wife, after 
the wife had left the husband and 
jone to the home of her parents in 
Jlinton, N. Y. 


In his opinion Justice Gray called 


attention to and laid stress upon the 
fact that Kentucky was .the place of 
..heir marital residence and he also 
brought out the fact that notice of 
he husband's petition for divorce had 
jeen forworded to Wew York and that 
the wife made no response. The Ken- 
tucky court thereupon had granted 
:he decree. 


The question involved was, he said, 


whether the decree was valid in New 
York, the question having been 
raised by n counter-proceeding of the 


ife for divorce in New York. He 


concluded that owing to the fact of 
ler former residence in Kentucky and 
the fact that due notice had been 
given her. Mrs. Atherton was as 
much bound by the Kentucky decree 
as if she had been present in the 
court when it was granted. - Hence 
he decision of the New York supreme 
court in favor of the wife and against 
the validity of the Kentucky decree 
was reversed. 


DECREES INVALID. 


The other two cases also came from 


New York. 
In the Bell case the 


uestitm of the validity of a decree 


granted to the husband in Fenhsyl- 
•ania was raised and in the Streil- 
wolf case the same question was 
raised concerning a decree granted to 
the husband in North Dakota. 


In both these cases the decrees were 


leld to be invalid because neither the 
lius"band nor the wife had domicile 
in the state in which the divorce was 
granted. 


"Therefore," said Justice 
Gray, 


'the decrees ;ire not entitled to 
credit." 


In these cases the findings of the 


Sew York courts were affirmed. 


Tn the Atherton case Justice Fesk- 
.am dissented upon the ground that 
he husband had himself been re- 
sponsible for his wife's change of 
residence.

I 
am satisfied the woman's -heart did 
not pulsate for at least tliree minutes 
and eveiy movement of the. respira- 
tory system stopped before the in- 
jection of the normal salt solution 
was made. 


"Salt is a wonderful product, and 


its value is realized more now by the 
medical fraternity than it ever was 
before. Salt promises to revolution- 
ize medical science, and I would not 
'be surprised to see it some day be- 
come the agent by which the slender 
thread of life will be prolonged to a 
remarkable extent." 


Effrs. Allen is 40 years old and the 


mother of twelve children. Dr. E.ich- 
stein is one of the youngest physi- 
cians iu the city and obtained his 
medical education in the east.
